STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport,  qualified  to  vote  on  Town 
Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  a  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years;  to 
elect  a  Town  Treasurer;  and  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission 
for  three  years  and  all  other  officers,  Auditors,  Agents  and  Committees 
necessary  for  the  Town  Business. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  employ  State  Auditors  to  inspect  and  audit  the  books  of  the 
Town  and  its  departments  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  pass  any  vote 
in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Selectmen,  Town  Treasurer, 
Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of  the  Town  in 
anticipation  of  taxes   and  pass   any  vote  in   relation   thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow 
on  1961  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  the  posting  of  the  Tax  Invoice. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax   Collector's  deeds   or  in   any   other   manner. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropriate 
the  various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  warn  future  town  meetings  to  be  holden  in  the  evening;  the 
polls  for  the  choosing  of  town  officers  however,  to  be  open  and  closed 
as  in  the  past;  intending  that  the  business  portion  of  the  town  meeting- 
be  conducted  in  the  evening  rather  than  in  the  afternoon  as  is  the 
current  practice. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  cause  to  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  a  list  of  all 
the  property  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Newport  along  with  the  assessed 
valuation  of  their  properties  and  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  thereon. 


ARTICLE   11.  To  transact   any   other  business   which   may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting. 

(Polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  9:30  A.M.  and 
shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00   P.M.)

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


To    the    Board    of    Selectmen,    Town    Manager,    and    the    Citizens    of 
Newport: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year   1960  as  follows: 

We  had  a  total  of  118  calls  for  the  year.  There  were  10  bell 
alarms,  2  false  alarms,  4  out  of  town  fires,  106  still  calls,  of  these 
26  were  chimney  fires,  8  oil  burners,  8  car  fires,  the  rest  were  mis- 
cellaneous. 

Our  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  approximately  $40,000.00  which  was 
larger  than  for  1959.  One  man  died  in  a  fire  caused  by  smoking 
in  bed. 

During  the  year  the  front  of  the  Fire  Station  was  remodeled  by 
taking  out  the  old  swinging  doors,  and  we  put  in  wider  overhead  doors. 
The  work  was  done  by  Guy  Dodge,  a  local  contractor. 

Repairs  on  the  fire  trucks  were  more  this  year,  and  we  cannot 
expect  it  to  decrease  as  our  newest  piece  of  apparatus  is  8  years  old. 

The  roof  of  the  Fire  Station  needs  recovering.  It  is  getting  pretty 
thin  in  places.  The  time  to  do  it  is  before  it  starts  leaking  and  spoil- 
ing the  ceilings.  The  men  are  well  trained  and  equipped  and  do  a  fine 
job  when  called  upon. 

I  have  the  highest  praise  for  the  Officers  and  Men  of  the  De- 
partment. I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Town  Manager,  Citizens  of 
Newport  and  the  men  of  the  Department  for  the  fine  cooperation  we 
have  received.

The  Police  Department  received  splendid  cooperation  and  assistance 
from  the  State  Police  Department,  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department,  the 
Fish  &  Game  Department,  the  Sullivan  County  Sheriff  Department, 
the  Newport  Fire  Department  and  from  the  members  of  the  Newport 
Auxiliary  Police,  on  many  occasions  during  the  past  year  in  handling 
investigations,  parades,  the  Winter  Carnival,  football  games,  Halloween, 
Civil  Defense  Test,  etc. 

The  department  handled  hundreds  of  communications  for  investi- 
gation and  information  for  the  Federal,  State  and  other  law  enforce- 
ment agencies,  also  many  applications  of  finger  printing  for  persons 
as  required  by  various  government  agencies,  applications  processed  for 
Armed  Services,  confidential  inquiries  for  private  and  government  ser- 
vice and  reports  to  insurance  companies. 

In  behalf  of  the  Newport  Police  Department,  I  would  like  to  ex- 
press our  thanks  to  our  citizens  for  their  cooperation  and  support,  as 
we  all  know  that  law  enforcement  is  a  public  service.  As  such  it  needs 
the  support  of  the  public  for  its  continued  and  improved  services  to  the 
community.  Such  support  can  only  come  when  the  community  holds 
its  law  enforcement  agency  in  high  regard.  We  trust  we  merit  that 
regard  from  our  citizens.

WATER 

The  Water  Department  submits  herewith  the  annual  report  for  the 
year  1960. 

During  the  year  main  line  extensions  were  made  as  follows: 

Linden  Avenue  —  100  feet  6  inch  transite  water  main. 

There  was  a  break  in  the  6  inch  transite  water  main  on  Prospect 
Street   this   year. 

Services  were  laid  to  6  new  houses. 

We  had  to  repair  2  hydrants  on  South  Main  Street.  In  1961  v/e 
plan  to  replace  a  hydrant  at  the  corner  of  Highland  Avenue  and  Pros- 
pect Street. 

We  worked  on  the  water  and  sewer  lines  on  North  Main  Street  by 
installing  new  tops  to  gates  and  lamp  holes.  We  also  moved  5  shut  offs 
on  North  Main  Street. 

The  total  feet  of  pipe  laid  in  the  ground  in  conjunction  with  the 
above  jobs  was  as  follows: 

500  feet  —  %  inch  Copper 

100  feet  —  1  inch  Copper 

SEWER 

Three  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  town  water. 

In   1960  we  had  35  main  sewer  lines  plugged. 

The   sewer   line    on    Linden    Avenue    was    extended    100    feet.

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NEWPORT  HOSPITAL  REPORT 


February   7,    1961 


To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 


Fifty-seven  more  patients  were  admitted  during  1960  than  the 
previous  year.  However,  we  had  a  drop  in  total  patient  days  from 
6,249  to  6,087  due  to  a  shorter  average  length  of  stay.  The  average 
adult  census  was  16.6  as  compared  to  17.1  in  1959.  Usage  of  the 
other   departments    were    as    follows: 

Births  118 

Major   and   minor   operations  794 

X-Ray  examination  2,095 

Laboratory    tests  11,723 

Outpatients   treated  4,044 

Major  equipment  received  during  the  year  included  a  wet  vacuum 
cleaner,  conductivity  tester  and  instruments  for  the  operating  room, 
two  Hi-Lo  patient's  beds,  EKG  machine  and  a  portable  autoclave 
for  the  laboratory. 

During  1960  the  Medical  Staff  revised  their  By-Laws  and 
added  a  Dental  Staff  composed  of  Dr.  Raymond  Libby,  Dr.  Costas 
Poulios,  Dr.  Chris  Armen  and  a  consultant  in  oral  surgery,  Dr.  Gerald 
Berube  of  Manchester.  Two  new  members  were  added  to  the  active 
staff,  a  surgeon,  Dr.  Strother  Marshall  and  an  anesthetist,  Dr.  James 
Littlefield.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Medical  Staff  have  been 
active  in  procuring  another  physician  in  general  practice  to  correct 
the  current  need  for  additional  medical  care. 

May  I,  at  this  time,  offer  our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
all  the  people  of  our  community,  and  especially  to  the  Newport  Hos- 
pital Ladies  Aid,  for  their  interest   and  support  of   our  hospital.

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1960  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


The  following  report  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the  year 
1960  is  hereby  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager 
and   Citizens   of   Newport: 

During  the  calendar  year  1960  the  following  were  the  activities 
and  accomplishments  of  the  Highway  Department: 

(1)  75  tons  of  calcium  chloride  were  applied  to  unpaved  roads 
in  the  area.  This  is  primarily  a  binder  treatment  to  pre- 
serve the   road  surface   and   also   acts   as   a   dust   deterrent. 

(2)  Approximately  seven  miles  of  streets  and  roads  in  and 
around  Newport  were  treated  with  21,500  gallons  of  asphalt. 
This  is  called  a  sealing  program  and  it  is  planned  that  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  the  roads  in  the  area  will  be  treated  in 
this   manner    each    year. 

(3)  Five-tenths  of  a  mile  of  roadway  in  North  Newport  was 
rebuilt  under  the  Town  Road  Aid  program.  Also  three- 
tenths  of  a  mile  on  East  Mountain  Road  was  rebuilt  with  n 
road  mix  application.  Under  the  town  aid  program  the  Town 
provides  only  a  portion  of  the  funds  with  the  State  pro- 
viding   the    remainder. 

(4)  Approximately  500  feet  of  12  inch  drainage  pipe  was  in- 
stalled at  various  locations  throughout  the  Town. 

(5)  Approximately  150  tons  of  salt  were  used  on  the  town 
roads  and  streets  throughout  the  year.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  esti- 
mated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  .year  ended  December  31, 
1960,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-8  &  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget 
summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $14,471,10, 
less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $6,744.48,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit 
of    $7,726.62.

AUDIT    PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  support- 
ing invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by 
comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Collector's  records.  Accounts  receivable  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  De- 
partments were  also  verified  by  sending  notices  to  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  delinquent  lists.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  and 
unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore  subject 
to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification 
notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over 
current  liabilities)  decreased  by  $8,177.17,  from  $38,056.59  to  $29,879.42, 
in   1960,  as  shown  herewith:

Overdraft    of    Appropriations    and    Application    of    Municipal     Budget 
Law: 

It  is  noted  that  in  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31st,  1960, 
there  was  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  amounting  to  $14,471.10. 
Included  in  this  amount,  however,  was  an  overdraft  in  the  "overlay" 
account  in  the  amount  of  $4,800.93.  Inasmuch  as  the  "overlay"  is 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  rather  than  appropriated  by 
the  Town  meeting,  the  actual  net  overdraft  in  budgetary  appropria- 
tions was  $9,670.17.   ($14,471.10  -  $4,800.93) 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law, 
R.S.A.,  Chapter  32,  application  was  made  to  the  Tax  Commission  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  the  approval  of  the  Budget  Committee, 
for  a  certificate  of  emergency  authorizing  expenditures  in  excess  of 
budgetary  appropriations  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $11,500.00.  This 
authority  was  granted  by  the  Commission  on  December  23,  1960. 
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Conclusion: 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that 
this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Town.

by  taxes  by  the  Town. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$18,000.00,  or  any  other  sum,  and  to  raise  the  same  by  the  issuance  of 
Serial  Notes  of  the  District,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  R.S.A. 
Chapters  33  and  196,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  student  capa- 
city of  the  Towle  High  School  Building  by  remodeling  the  present 
Chellis  Auditorium- — including  the  installation  of  a  floor  approximately 
midpoint  in  the  present  height — and  providing  the  necessary  alterations 
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and  equipment.   (This  Article  not  approved  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  9.  To  authorize  the  School  Board  in  the  name  of  the  Dis- 
trict to  enter  into  contracts,  to  sign  documents  and  instruments,  and 
to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  out  any 
action  authorized  under  Article  8   above. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  any  unen- 
cumbered balance  accruing  June  30,  1961  in  excess  of  $4,950.00  to  be 
placed  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  toward  the  purchase  of  a 
new  school  bus. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  District, 
any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now 
or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and/or 
United  States. 

Article  12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

REPORT  OF  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


We  have  carefully  considered  each  item  submitted  by  the  Town 
and  School  District  for  the  coming  year. 

As  in  past  years,  both  Town  and  Schools  seek  increased  appropri- 
ations. We  are  cognizant  of  the  march  of  inflation  and  cost  of  living. 
But  the  rapid  acceleration  of  expenditures  in  the  past  few  years  give 
us  cause   for  grave  concern. 

Even  with  increased  assessments  and  recent  revaluations  we  are 
today  spending  yearly  for  all  services  an  amount  equal  to  10%  of  our 
total  taxable   inventory. 

Thirty  years  ago,  we  spent  an  amount  yearly  equivalent  to  5% 
of  our  total  resources.  The  amount  has  been  steadily  increasing.  In 
the  past  three  decades  the  taxable  inventory  has  risen  by  100%. 
Costs  of  local  government  have  increased  by  100%  and  costs  of  schools 
have  increased  by  700%.  Simple  mathematics  will  show  any  citizens 
that  this  process  cannot  continue  without  threatening  the  fiscal  sol- 
vency of  our  community. 

Over  the  past  ten  years  our  population  shows  little  increase.  Pos- 
sibly 80%  of  our  real  estate  dwellings  are  40-100  years  old  and  fully 
depreciated.  New  construction  is  extremely  modest.  Taxation  is  heavy 
and  once  more  approaches  $80.00  per  thousand  where  the  State  Com- 
mission says  the  line  must  be  held  or  a  reassessment  adopted.  Econo- 
mic conditions  are  bad.  Relief  rolls  are  rising  and  all  tax  increases 
bear  the  heaviest  on  those  least  able  to  pay. 

We  have  tried  to  evaluate  the  necessity  for  each  item  submitted 
by  Town  and  Schools.  We  find  that,  after  careful  examination,  the 
Town  Budget  bears  the  same  ratio  of  expenditures  to  total  inventory 
as  it  did  thirty  years  ago.  We  think  the  Town  Officials  should  be 
congratulated.  Their  Budget  shows  little  room  for  reduction.  The 
increases  suggested  are  either  for  worn  out  equipment  or  raises  for  a 
few  town   employees  who   work   for   very   small   pay. 

The  heavy  increases  in  our  cost  of  government  have  occurred  in 
the  school  system.  Since  1931,  our  school  budget  has  grown  from 
$62,337.96  to  $450,644.71  as  suggested  this  year.  This  is  a  700%  in- 
crease. Teachers'  salaries  have  grown  from  $36,254.55  to  the  sug- 
gested $276,848.00.  This  is  a  750%  increase.  Since  1948  when  the 
Teachers'  Salary  Schedule  was  introduced,  teachers'  salaries  have  in- 
creased from  $87,194.81  to  the  suggested  $276,848.00  or  300%.  Since 
1954  the  increase  has  been  from  $133,429.70  to  the  suggested  $276,- 
848.00  or  100%  Since  1956  they  have  increased  from  $157,692.00  to 
$276,848.00  or  75%  in  round  figures.  Since  1957  they  have  increased 
from  $173,976.68  to  $276,848.00  or  60%  in  round  figures.  The  above 
figures  have  been  taken  from  the  Town  Reports  in  the  years  above 
mentioned. 

In  the  1959  Town  Report  our  School  Population  is  listed  as  1,312. 
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From  this  number  we  have  102  pupils  whose  tuition  costs  are  borne 
by  the  surrounding  towns  and  the  state.  In  1935  we  had  1,137  pupils 
when  the  School  Budget  was  $63,262.58  and  teachers'  salaries  were 
$38,795.00.  In  1942  we  had  1,119  pupils  when  the  school  budget  was 
$75,508.47  and  teachers'  salaries  were  $43,954.56.  In  1954  we  had 
1,196  pupils  when  our  budget  was  $220,316.94  and  teachers'  salaries 
were  $133,429.70.  In  1957  we  had  1,271  pupils  when  our  school  budget 
was   $322,737.94    and   teachers'    salaries   were   $173,976.68. 

Over  the  past  ten  years  we  have  invested  heavy  sums  of  money  in 
providing  for  additional  facilities.  New  classrooms  have  been  added  to 
the  Richards  Building.  A  new  Gym  has  been  added  to  Towle  and  a 
new  Junior  High  School  has  been  constructed.  Hundreds  of  new 
seats  have  been  provided. 

The  march  of  school  costs,  aside  from  construction,  is  set  forth 
below  using  5  year  periods  from   1931:

This  pattern  obviously  cannot  continue  at  its  accelerated  pace.  We 
expect  costs  to  increase  but  in  these  times  each  dollar  must  be  carefully 
spent.  To  do  otherwise  will  be  to  place  the  town  and  schools  in  great 
peril. 

We  have  cut  the  School  Budget  back  to  some  degree  where,  if  the 
District  sees  fit  to  increase  the  same  by  10%,  it  will  still  be  above 
last  year's  level  but  at  a  figure  that  is  much  more  practical  than  the 
$450,644.71  which  has  been  presented  to  us.  We  believe  that  the 
schools  may  be  operated  efficiently  under  the  budget  we  submit  and 
without  jeopardy  to  our  educational  system  in  any  degree. 

We  have  eliminated  the  Special  Article  calling  for  two  new 
classrooms.  With  both  political  parties  advocating  funds  for  school 
construction  and  with  bills  for  the  same  soon  to  be  introduced  in 
Congress,  we  believe  that  we  should  wait  until  these  bills  become  law 
and  then  measure  our  needs  against  government  funds. 

We  have  eliminated  the  Special  Article  calling  for  Driver  Train- 
ing. We  believe  that  matters  concerned  with  curricula  are  strictly  for 
the    School    Superintendent    and    School    Board    to    decide.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEWPORT  SCHOOL  BOARD 


The  Budget  Committee  has  reduced  the  school  budget  by  $51,000.00 
for  the  fiscal  year  1961-62  and  your  School  Board  feels  it  should  call 
to  the  attention  of  the  Newport  School  District  what  it  means  to 
Newport. 

The  bulk  of  this  slash  ($48,981.27)  was  made  in  the  salaries  of 
teachers,  indicating  that  this  group  feels  that  salaries  are  too  high. 
Your  School  Board  feels  this  is  an  unjust  charge  to  a  group  of  individ- 
uals who  have  dedicated  their  lives  to  a  profession  essential  to  the  con- 
tinued  strength   and   progress   of    our   country. 

If  your  School  Board  follows  the  dictum  laid  down  by  the  Budget 
Committee,  it  will  mean  the  elimination  of  at  least  nine  teaching  posi- 
tions and  no  increase  in  pay  for  any  teacher  in  the  system.  We  can 
well  see  where  our  teaching  staff  will  be  depleted  and  the  gains  New- 
port has  made  in  the  last  decade  wiped  out  in  one  year.  Also,  no  teacher 
with  any  common  sense  and  initiative  would  even  consider  coming  to 
a  community  where  there  would  be  no  security  nor  incentive  for  ad- 
vancement in  his   profession. 

The  damage  has  been  done  and  the  matter  well  publicized.  The 
only  course  of  action  remaining  would  be  approval  by  the  voters  of 
the  maximum  increase  allowable  under  the  Municipal  Budget  Act, 
which  would  result  in  the  restoration  of  all  but  approximately 
$11,000.00.  Even  with  this  restoration  the  School  Board  would  still 
be  in  the  position  of  not  granting  any  raises  unless  the  increases  were 
made  at  the  expense  of  other  school  activities.  The  decision  must  be 
made  by  you- — the  voters! 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  voters  of  Newport  will  make  certain 
that  our  educational  facilities  will  not  be  reduced  to  a  state  of  medio- 
crity and  will  vote  unanimously  for  the  restoration  of  the  maximum 
amount  allowable  by  the  law  under  the  Municipal  Budget  Act.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 

I  submit  herewith  my  thirteenth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

ENROLLMENT 

Our  enrollment  continues  to  increase: 

Total  in  all  schools — January  1,  1961 — 1,330 

Total  in  all  schools — January   1,    1950 — 1,051 

We  expect  to  graduate  a  class  of  67  Seniors  and  to  welcome  ap- 
proximately 145  pupils  in  Grade  1  next  September. 

FINANCES— SCHOOL  BUDGET 

Nearly  one-fifth  (19.1%)  of  the  cost  of  operating  the  schools  of 
Newport  for  1960-61  will  come  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  A 
breakdown  of  the  sources  of  school  support  may  be  of  interest:

A  significant  factor  in  Newport's  school  population  is  that  no 
parochial  schools  are  operated  within  the  town.  Constrast  with  this, 
the  situation  in  three  nearby  New  Hampshire  communities  where  a 
substantial  percentage  of  the  students  do  not  attend  the  public  schools:

It  is  not  hard  to  picture  the  additional  number  of  teachers,  sup- 
plies, equipment,  classrooms,  and  buildings  and  the  additional  cost  in 
public  funds  if  those  communities  were  educating  all  the  school  age 
students  with  their  public  schools.  (Only  4  Newport  students  attend 
St.  Mary  High  School.) 

The  bulk  of  the  state  funds  ($68,000.)  comes  from  Equalisation 
Aid — "to  equalize  educational  opportunity."  Newport  receives  the  larg- 
est amount  of  any  New  Hampshire  community.  (Less  than  half  of  the 
School  Districts  get  any  aid  from  this  source.)  Consequently,  we  are 
expected  to  operate  our  schools  at  least  on  a  level  equal  to  the  average 
of  comparably-sized  School  Districts.  This  should  show  itself  in  terms 
of  size  of  classes,  teachers'  salaries,  equipment,  supplies,  facilities,  etc. 
While  it  is  fortunate  that  Newnort  receives  this  substantial  amount  of 
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State  Aid,  it  is  important  that  our  level  of  school  operation  keeps  pace 
with   comparable   communities   throughout   the    state. 

BUILDING   NEEDS 

A  Special  Article  asks  for  funds  ($18,000.)  to  meet  our  immediate 
space  needs  in  the  most  economical  manner.  This  calls  for  the  partition- 
ing of  Chellis  Auditorium — at  Towle  High  School — by  erecting  a  floor 
approximately  midway.  This  would  provide  two  additional  classrooms — 
badly  needed  as  large  grades  now  at  the  Junior  High  School  move  into 
Towle.  An  increase  in  building  enrollment  of  about  thrity-five  addition- 
al students  per  year  in  each  of  the  next  three  years  is  expected. 

Two  additional  classrooms  at  Towle  would  also  fit  into  any  long- 
range  plan  of  converting  the  present  3-year  Junior  High  School  to  a 
4-year  (Grades  9-12)  Senior  High  School — with  additions.  If  this  change 
was  ever  made,  ten  classrooms  would  be  needed  at  Towle  to  care  for 
Grades  7  &  8  and  two  sections  of  Grade  6.  (Towle  now  has  eight  class- 
rooms— the  partitioning  of  Chellis  Auditorium  would  provide  two  more 
— for  a  total  of  ten.) 

If  this  project  is  postponed,  very  serious  overcrowding  will  develop 
at  Towle.  Since  the  student  capacity  of  the  building  would  be  increas- 
ed, this  project  will  qualify  for  30%  State  Building  Aid.  In  other  words, 
$5,400.  of  the  $18,000.  would  come  from  state  sources  leaving  the  net 
expense  to  Newport  for  two  classrooms  at  $12,600. 

SCHOOL   LIBRARIES 

For  several  years  we  have  been  concerned  with  the  inadequacies  of 
our  school  libraries.  (For  1960-61  the  amount  set  aside  for  library  and 
reference  books  was  increased  $1,600.  over  the  previous  year.) 

At  Towle  High  School  four  years  ago,  "makeshift1'  quarters  for  a 
library  were  set  up  in  one  corner  of  Chellis  Auditorium  where  a  wooden 
partition  had  originally  been  erected  to  provide  a  temporary  classroom. 

Recently,  at  the  request  of  the  School  Board  and  Superintendent, 
a  survey  of  library  facilities  at  Towle  was  made  by  C.  Paul  Quimby, 
Director  of  Secondary  School  Services  with  the  New  Hampshire  De- 
partment of  Education.  His  report  brought  out  glaring  needs  for  funds, 
facilities,  and  trained  library  personnel.  The  present  library  collection 
is  termed  in  the  report — "inadequate  to  meet  even  the  minimal  needs 
of  the  teachers  or  students". 

Our  present  aim  is  to  up-grade  the  library  collection  over  a  three- 
year  period  and  improve  the  physical  facilities.  The  proposed  plan  is  to 
remove  the  stage  and  set  up  a  Library-Study  Hall  utilizing  the  first 
floor  of  the  present  Chellis  Auditorium- — (if  the  proposal  for  partition- 
ing and  removing  Chellis  Auditorium  is  approved). 

UP-GRADING  THE  CURRICULUM 

At  every  level,  elementary,  junior  high,  and  senior  high,  we  are 
attempting  to  keep  abreast  of  the  newer  practices  in  education.  The 
Principals'  Reports  and  photographs  note  some  of  the  areas  where  we 
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are  attempting  to  not  only  keep  up — -but  to  work  to  improve  the  qual- 
ity of  our  offerings.  To  do  less- — as  the  level  of  educational  competition 
is  stepped-up  all  about  us — would  be  at  the  definite  expense  of  our 
young  people — the  most  valuable  asset  of  this — or  any — community. 

TEACHERS'   SALARIES 

The  Newport  Teachers'  Salary  Schedule  contains  a  provision  for 
a  yearly  review  by  the  School  Board  in  order  to  keep  the  Schedule 
somewhat  in  line  with  the  salaries  to  be  received  by  beginning  teachers. 
Consequently,  the  Board  has  voted  to  increase  the  minimum  salary  in 
each  category  (Batchelor's,  Master's  and  No  Degree)  by  $100.  (A 
beginning  teacher  with  a  Bachelor's  Degree — 4  years  of  college  train- 
ing would  receive  $3,800.)

Newport  is  in  competition  with  other  communities  for  the  ser- 
vices of  competent  qualified  teachers. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  following  data,  Newport — at  present — - 
is  not  in  a  favorable  position  to  recruit  the  best  beginners — or  to  re- 
tain capable  people  who  have  gained  their  teaching  experience  here.

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  Towle  High  School. 

In  keeping  with  the  pressing  educational  needs  of  the  times,  the 
Towle  Staff  has  continued  the  strengthening  of  the  curriculum  and  the 
stepping-up  of  course  and  performance  requirements  at  Towle  High 
School. 

The  English  program  from  Grade  Seven  through  Twelve  is  being 
reviewed  and  revised;  much  has  been  done  to  increase  the  quality  of 
written  and  oral  communication  through  more  and  better  themes,  book 
reviews,  the  concentrated  study  of  grammar  and  spelling,  and  extensive 
outside  reading. 

Most  evaluations  of  high  schools  stress  the  fact  that  "the  library 
is  the  heart  of  a  good  instructional  program".  With  this  in  mind,  the 
English  teachers  have  worked  many  hours  searching  for  good,  used 
books  at  second-hand  prices  and  in  reorganizing  the  Towle  Library. 
The  facilities  and  materials  are  inadequate,  but  progress  has  been  made. 

Funds  from  the  National  Defense  Act  have  been  used  to  purchase 
much-needed  science,  math,  and  language  equipment  and  to  make  some 
improvements  in  facilities. 

If  graduates  of  Towle  are  to  be  in  a  favorable  position  to  compete 
in  college  with  graduates  from  other  schools,  Towle's  foreign  language 
facilities  must  be  expanded;  more  room  with  electronic  equipment  is 
a  must. 

Each  incoming  class  is  averaging  thirty-five  to  forty-five  more 
students.  Towle  is  already  very  crowded  and  the  scheduling  of  classes 
has  to  be  determined  by  the  rooms  available  rather  than  by  the  best 
schedule  for  the  student.  It  is  imperative  that  additional  rooms  be  pro- 
vided. The  most  economical  way  to  do  this  is  by  partitioning  Chellis 
Auditorium   as  proposed  by   the   School   Board. 

I  suggest  that  the  best  evaluation  of  a  school  is  the  success  of  its 
graduates.  With  this  in  mind,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  following- 
table:

47.3  percent  attending  post-secondary  schools;  the  state  average  is 
about  thirty  percent;  the  national  average,  about  twenty-five  percent.

This  can  be  done  only  with  suf- 
ficient facilities,  a  well-trained  staff,  industrious  students,  and  in- 
terested parents  who  see  that  homework  is  well-done  and  extensive 
reading   is   constantly    encouraged. 

I  thank  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent,  the  Staff,  the  Stu- 
dents, and  the  citizens  of  Newport  who  have  given  their  best  effort  to 
make  another  successful  year  at  Towle  High  School.

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
the  Newport  Junior  High  School. 

In  September,  1957  when  this  school  opened  for  the  first  time  the 
student  enrollment  was  357.  Four  years  later  in  September,  1960  the 
school  enrollment  had  increased  to  416  students.  At  present  this  school 
houses  Grades  7,  8,  9  and  two  sections  of  Grade  6. 

It  is  always  necessary  to  study  and  occasionally  change  the  course 
offerings  to  keep  the  curriculum  current  with  the  times.  Last  year  in 
Grade  7  we  increased  the  science  course  to  four  periods  each  week. 
We  also  added  Personal  Typing  in  Grade  9  for  the  academic  students. 
This  year  we  offered  Conversational  French  and  Algebra  I  to  some 
students  in  Grade  8.  In  grade  9  we  added  General  Business.  Next  year 
we  expect  to  add  French  I,  Algebra  II  and  Earth  Science  in  Grade  9. 

Faculty  members  from  this  school  are  meeting  with  high  school 
faculty  members  to  review  and  study  the  content  of  the  courses  in 
several  subject  areas.  The  goal  of  these  meetings  is  to  up-date  the 
present  course  offerings  and  to  assure  a  continuous  sequence  in  grades 
7-12  without  unnecessary  over-lapping  between  grades.  Most  of  the 
subject  areas  are  under  study  now  or  are  expected  to  be  in  the  near 
future. 

This  year,  with  addition  of  a  guidance  counselor,  our  effectiveness 
in   counselling   students   has   greatly   increased. 

The  intramural  basketball  program  has  over  110  students  par- 
ticipating this  year.  The  annual  Prize  Speaking  Contest  was  held  in 
November.  Last  May,  the  Science,  Home  Economics  and  Industrial 
Arts  Departments  staged  a  school  fair  in  the  gynasium.  Our  :annual 
Junior  High  Night  program  was  held  in  April.  This  school  participated 
in  the  Union  Leader  Spelling  Bee  Contest.  Our  school  winner  placed 
second  in  the  county. 

Our  Magazine  Campaign  was  highly  successful.  Proceeds  from 
this  campaign  allow  us  to  buy  additional  items  for  the  school  which  we 
might  not  have  otherwise.  Last  year  one  of  the  big  items  we  purchased 
was  a  public  address  system  for  the  gymnasium. This  year  we  have 
purchased  over   100  library  books. 

There  are  many  clubs  and  organizations  which  are  active.  These 
include:  the  Junior  High  Band,  Junior  High  Chorus,  Grade  7  Science 
Club,  X-Plorers  Club,  Sportsman  Club  and  the  Journalism  Club. 

The    cafeteria   served    nearly    40,000    meals    during    the    last    school 
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year.  The  job  of  planning,  preparing  and  serving  these  meals  is  a  large 
task.  Our  cafeteria  supervisor  and  her  assistant  must  be  commended  for 
their  outstanding  work  throughout  the  years.  A  statistical  and  finan- 
cial report  of  the  Newport  Junior  High  School  Cafeteria  is  attached 
to  this  letter. 

The  success  that  a  student  has  in  school  depends  a  great  deal  on 
the  attitude  he  or  she  has  towards  the  school  work.  An  interested 
student  who  realizes  the  importance  of  a  good  education  will  usually 
do  well  in  school.  An  uninterested  student  who  doesn't  care  about  his 
school  work  usually  will  do  poorly  in  school.  Parents  have  a  large  role 
to  play  in  their  children's  attitude  towards  school.  They  must  be  con- 
tinually interested  in  what  their  children  are  doing  in  school.  A  child 
should  be  praised  when  something  is  done  well  and  helped  when  some- 
thing is  completed  poorly.  If  a  child  does  not  have  someone  continually 
interested  in  him  and  what  he  is  doing,  it  will  be  difficult  for  him  to 
find  reasons  to  do  his  best  work  in  school.  We  would  like  to  have  each 
student  do  his  very  best. 

My  personal  thanks  to  the  faculty  members  for  their  fine  work 
and  continued  cooperation.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the  citizens,  parents, 
students,  custodians  and  other  school  personnel  who  have  helped  in  any 
way  to  make  this  school  year  successful.

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  Richards 
School. 

For  the  first  time  in  Newport  School  history  the  fourth  grades 
studied  the  History  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  third  grades  studied 
Science  through  the  medium  of  television.  This  has  proven  to  be  very 
successful  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  programs  are  continued  and  ex- 
tended to  other  grades. 

With  pupil  interest,  once  again,  extremely  high  Richards  School 
participated  for  the  third  year  in  the  annual  Union-Leader  State 
Spelling  Bee. 

Many  new  books,  relating  to  science,  adventure  and  history  have 
been  added  to  the  rapidly  growing  Richards  School  Library.  This  past 
year  Richards  School  was  one  of  the  elementary  schools  in  the  country, 
selected  to  receive  the  Traveling  School  Science  Library.  All  the  pupils 
of  Richards  School  had  an  opportunity  to  utilize  its  facilities. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  mothers  who  are  do- 
nating their  time  in  supervising  the  library. 

The  instrumental  music  program  has  been  expanded  to  include 
instrumental  lessons  for  pupils  during  the  school  day,  once  a  week.  The 
Richards  School  Band  will  soon  number  forty  members.  Rehearsals 
are  held  every  Friday  afternoon. 

The  second  Richards  Grade  Glimpses'  Program,  which  was  held  in 
the  Newport  Junior  School  auditorium,  was  highly  successful.  An 
overflow  crowd  of  750  people  attended.  Funds  from  this  program  are 
being  utilized  to  pay  for  the  purchase  of  athletic  and  playground  equip- 
ment, library  books,  refreshments  for  school  parties  and  many  other 
important    items    needed   by    the    school. 

Two  classrooms  and  a  hallway  were  redecorated  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  It  is  recommended  that  the  remaining  hallways  be  painted 
this  coming  summer. 

With  the  aid  of  government  surplus  food  and  donations  from 
several  organizations,  the  school  lunch  program  has  been  able  to  main- 
tain a  financial  balance.  A  complete  statistical  account  has  been  attach- 
ed to  this  letter. 

Fire  drills  are  held  at  least  once  a  month,  and  twice  a  month  dur- 
ing good  weather.  Children  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  building 
have   used   the   fire   escape   during   fire    drills.    Civil    defense    evacuation 
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drills  have  been  held. 


I  wish  to  thank  the  co-operative,  friendly  parents  and  citizens; 
dedicated,  hard-working  teachers;  eager,  enthusiastic  youngsters  and 
other  school  personnel  who  have  helped  to  make  this  a  successful 
school  year.

vestment. 

Special  Class:  (located  at  the  Primary  School)  this  class  is  now 
operating  for  the  age  group  6-10  who  are  somewhat  intellectually 
retarded  but  educable;  a  special  study  is  now  being  carried  out  to 
determine  special  class  needs  throughout  all  grade  levels;  place- 
ment in  such  classes  requires  special  testing  and  diagnostic  ser- 
vices.
